AN ACT Relating to establishing the field of dreans program
amendi ng RCW 28B. 95. 060; reenacting and anendi ng RCW 43. 79A. 040; addi ng
a new section to chapter 28B. 95 RCW adding a new chapter to Title 28B
RCW creating a new section; and providi ng expiration dates.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The field of dreans programis established.
The legislature finds that agriculture is a mgjor and critical enployer
i n WAashi ngton state and recogni zes that the industry is struggling to
attract and retain enployees. The purpose of the programis to provide
college tuition in the form of GET units to students working for
agricultural enployers to benefit the agriculture industry and to
assi st students in accessing postsecondary education. The program
shall be adm ni stered by the enploynent security departnent and the GET
units shall be adm nistered by the higher education coordinating board.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The definitions in this section apply
t hroughout this chapter unless the context clearly requires otherw se.

(1) "Board" neans the higher education coordinating board.

(2) "Departnent” nmeans the enpl oynent security departnment.
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(3) "CGET units" neans tuition units under the advanced college
tuition paynent programin chapter 28B. 95 RCW

(4) "Institution of higher education"” has the sanme neaning as in
RCW 28B. 92. 030.

(5) "Qualified enployer” neans an enpl oyer whose Anerican industry
classification system (NAICS) code is within "111" or "112."

(6) "WorkSource" neans one-stop delivery system as described in
P.L. 105-220, Section 134.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. (1) To be eligible for the field of dreans
GET units, a student nust be enrolled in the field of dreans program
To enroll, a student nust:

(a) Meet the criteria for resident tuition and fee rates as defi ned
in RCW 28B. 15. 012;

(b) Be sixteen through twenty-one years of age;

(c) Register at WrkSource;

(d) Work for a qualified enployer in an agricultural job; and

(e) Be enrolled in high school, have graduated from hi gh school, or
hol d a general equival ency dipl oma.

(2) To accrue CET units, a student shall:

(a) Register with WrkSource each tinme he or she accepts enpl oynent
with an agricultural enployer under the field of dreanms program to
verify that the enploynent neets the qualifications of this program and
that work hours are bei ng counted;

(b) Work in a position at a qualified enployer; and

(c) Consent to the disclosure of information or records deened
private and confidential under chapter 50.13 RCW Disclosure of this
informati on and these records by the departnent to the board shall be
solely for purposes related to the admnistration of this chapter.
Information obtained from enployer records under this chapter is
confidential and not open to public inspection, other than to public
enpl oyees in the performance of their official duties.

(3) For each three hundred fifty hours worked for a qualified
enpl oyer, a student shall earn ten GET units. CET units are not
avail able in denomnations fewer than ten. No partial credit shall be
awarded for |less than three hundred fifty hours of enploynent.

(4) Students may earn a maxi num of one hundred GET units.

(5) To receive GET units a student shall
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(a) Obtain a certificate verifying units earned fromthe WrkSource
of fice; and

(b) Enter an institution of higher education that is accredited by
an accrediting agency recognized by rule of the higher education
coordi nati ng board.

(6) CGET units awarded through the field of dreans program may only
be used for paynment of qualified higher education expenses as detail ed
by the GET program

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. (1) The departnment is responsible for
admnistering the field of dreans program In this capacity, the
departnment shall

(a) Inform WrkSource applicants about the program

(b) Manage student enrollnment in the program including outreach
to schools, conmmunity groups, and communities of color, subject to
funds appropriated for the specific purpose of the field of dreans
program

(c) Track student hours worked through the unenpl oynment insurance
system

(d) Refer interested students to qualified enployers;

(e) Provide verification of covered enploynent under Title 50 RCW
and verify that the student is working for a qualified enployer;

(f) Work with the board to devel op appropriate procedures for the
redenption of certificates for GET units awarded by the program and

(g0 Use information sharing and integration technology to
facilitate the disclosure of relevant information and records by the
enpl oynent security departnent, so long as an individual consents to
the di sclosure as required under section 3(2) of this act.

(2) Information contained in the files and records pertaining to an
i ndi vidual under this chapter are confidential and not open to public
i nspection, other than to public enployees in the performance of their
of ficial duti es. However, an i ndividual or an authorized
representative of the individual may review his or her records or

receive specific information from the records on the presentation of
the signed authorization of the individual.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. The board shall adm nister GET units earned
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through the field of dreans program In this capacity, the board
shal | :

(1) Purchase GET units to be owned and held in trust by the board,
for the purpose of field of dreanms awards as provided for in this
section;

(2) Distribute award funds, in the form of GET wunits, to
institutions of higher education on behalf of eligible recipients
identified by the program adm nistrator beginning on July 1, 2010;

(3) Work with the departnent to devel op appropriate procedures for
the redenption of certificates for GET units;

(4) Provide annual reports to the appropriate higher education and
fiscal commttees of the house of representatives and the senate
regardi ng use of GET units, enrollnment, and graduation information of
GET field of dreans recipients, if the recipients have given perm ssion
for the board to do so; and

(5) Submt a report, developed jointly wwth the departnent, to the
appropriate higher education and fiscal commttees of the house of
representatives and the senate by Decenber 1, 2010, Decenber 1, 2012,
and Decenber 1, 2014, that describes the utilization of the program
The reports shall include, but are not limted to, the denographic,
geographic, and incone distribution of the student participants.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. (1) The CGET field of dreans account is
created in the custody of the state treasurer.

(2) The board shall deposit into the account all noney received for
the GET field of dreans account from appropriations and private
sources. The account shall be self-sustaining.

(3) Expenditures from the account shall be used for purchases of
GET units. Purchased CGET units shall be owned and held in trust by the
boar d.

(4) Wth the exception of the operating costs associated with the
managenent of the account by the treasurer's office as authorized in
chapter 43. 79A RCW the account shall be credited with all investnent
i ncone earned by the account.

(5) Disbursenents fromthe account are exenpt from appropriations
and the allotnment provisions of chapter 43.88 RCW

(6) Disbursenments from the account shall be made only on the
aut hori zation of the board.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. This chapter expires Decenber 31, 2013.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. A new section is added to chapter 28B. 95 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Omership of tuition units purchased by the higher education
coordi nating board for the CGET field of dreans program under section 5
of this act shall be in the nane of the state of Washington and nay be
redeened by the state of Washington on behalf of recipients of GET
field of dreans awards for tuition and fees.

(2) This section expires Decenber 31, 2013.

Sec. 9. RCW28B.95.060 and 2000 ¢ 14 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The Washi ngton advanced col | ege tuition paynent program account
is created in the custody of the state treasurer. The account shall be
a discrete nontreasury account retaining its interest earnings in
accordance wth RCW 43. 79A. 040.

(2)(a) Except as provided in (b) of this subsection, the governing
body shall deposit in the account all noney received for the program
The account shall be self-sustaining and consist of paynents received
from purchasers of tuition units and funds received from ot her sources,
public or private. Wth the exception of investnent and operating
costs associated wwth the investnent of noney by the investnment board
pai d under RCW 43. 33A. 160 and 43. 84. 160, the account shall be credited
with all investnent incone earned by the account. Disbursenents from
the account are exenpt from appropriations and the all otnent provisions
of chapter 43.88 RCW Money used for program adm nistration i s subject
to the allotnment of all expenditures. However, an appropriation is not
requi red for such expenditures. Program adm nistration shall include,
but not be limted to: The salaries and expenses of the program
personnel including |ease paynents, travel, and goods and services
necessary for program operation; contracts for program pronotion and
advertisenment, audits, and account managenent; and ot her general costs
of conducting the business of the program

(b) Al noney received by the program from the higher education
coordinating board for the CGET field of dreans program shall be
deposited in the GET field of dreans account created in section 6 of
this act.
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(3) The assets of the account may be spent w thout appropriation
for the purpose of making paynents to institutions of higher education
on behalf of the qualified beneficiaries, making refunds, transfers, or
di rect paynents upon the term nation of the Washi ngton advanced col | ege
tuition paynment program Disbursenments fromthe account shall be nmade
only on the authorization of the governing body.

(4) Wth regard to the assets of the account, the state acts in a
fiduciary, not ownership, capacity. Therefore the assets of the
program are not considered state noney, commopn cash, or revenue to the
state.

Sec. 10. RCW43.79A 040 and 2006 c¢ 311 s 21 and 2006 c 120 s 2 are
each reenacted and anmended to read as foll ows:

(1) Money in the treasurer's trust fund nmay be deposited, invested,
and reinvested by the state treasurer in accordance wth RCW 43. 84. 080
in the sanme manner and to the sane extent as if the noney were in the
state treasury.

(2) Al incone received frominvestnent of the treasurer's trust
fund shall be set aside in an account in the treasury trust fund to be
known as the investnent inconme account.

(3) The investnment incone account may be utilized for the paynent
of purchased banking services on behalf of treasurer's trust funds
i ncl udi ng, but not limted to, depository, saf ekeepi ng, and
di sbursenent functions for the state treasurer or affected state
agencies. The investnent incone account is subject in all respects to
chapter 43.88 RCW but no appropriation is required for paynents to
financial institutions. Paynents shall occur prior to distribution of
earnings set forth in subsection (4) of this section.

(4)(a) Monthly, the state treasurer shall distribute the earnings
credited to the investnment inconme account to the state general fund
except under (b) and (c) of this subsection.

(b) The following accounts and funds shall receive their
proportionate share of earnings based upon each account's or fund's
average daily balance for the period: The Washington pron se

scholarship account, the college savings program account, the
Washi ngton advanced college tuition paynent program account, the
agricultural local fund, the Anerican Indian scholarship endowrent
fund, the foster care scholarship endowent fund, the foster care
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endowed scholarship trust fund, the students wth dependents grant
account, the basic health plan self-insurance reserve account, the
contract harvesting revolving account, the Wshington state conbi ned
fund drive account, the comrenorative works account, the WAshington
i nternational exchange schol arship endowrent fund, the devel opnenta

disabilities endowent trust fund, the energy account, the fair fund,

the fruit and vegetable inspection account, the future teachers
condi tional schol arship account, the GET field of dreans account, the
gane farmalternative account, the grain inspection revolving fund, the
juvenile accountability incentive account, the |aw enforcenent
officers' and fire fighters' plan 2 expense fund, the local tourism
pronotion account, the produce railcar pool account, the regional

transportation investnent district account, the rural rehabilitation
account, the stadium and exhibition center account, the youth athletic
facility account, the self-insurance revolving fund, the sulfur dioxide
abat ement account, the children's trust fund, the Washington horse
racing conmm ssion Washington bred owners' bonus fund account, the
Washi ngton horse racing commssion class C purse fund account, the
i ndi vi dual devel opnent account program account, the WAashi ngton horse
raci ng conmm ssi on operating account (earnings fromthe Washi ngton horse
raci ng comm ssi on operating account must be credited to the Washi ngton
horse raci ng conm ssion class C purse fund account), the life sciences
di scovery fund, and the reading achievenent account. However, the
earnings to be distributed shall first be reduced by the allocation to
the state treasurer's service fund pursuant to RCW43. 08. 190.

(c) The follow ng accounts and funds shall receive eighty percent
of their proportionate share of earnings based upon each account's or
fund's average daily balance for the period: The advanced right of way
revolving fund, the advanced environnental mtigation revolving
account, the city and county advance right-of-way revol ving fund, the
federal narcotics asset forfeitures account, the high occupancy vehicle

account, the | ocal rail service assistance account, and the
m scel | aneous transportati on prograns account.
(5 In conformance with Article Il, section 37 of the state

Constitution, no trust accounts or funds shall be allocated earnings
w thout the specific affirmative directive of this section.
